here was a time when it was 
imperative to hotfoot it to London, 
Milan or Paris to dose up on 
inspiration and replenish creative 
reserves, whatever the cost amid an 
exchange rate that has always felt just 
plain crippling for South Africans. That’s 
where ideas came from, that’s where 
'good design’ originated. It was the very 
altar of covetable design, from products 
and furniture to architecture and 
interior spaces. Among the holy grails of 
international shows to sigh about (ask any 
decor editor) has always, or at least since it 
launched in 1995, been 100% Design at the 
London Design Festival. People have given 
up meals for a month just to be there and 
soak it up. 


That there’s been something of a 
polar shift, with designers up north 
increasingly taking their cues from our 
'dark continent’, is widely acknowledged. 
'South Africa has hit the world stage. It’s 
no longer a secret,’ says Cathy O’Clery 
who, with fellow industry heavyweight 
and business partner Laurence Brick, is 
the creative force behind 100% Design 
South Africa - with this latest iteration 
of the international show being one among 
just four, including events in Singapore 
and Tokyo. 

'South Africa is considered one of the 
design hot spots of the world,’ says Cathy. 
'People come here specifically to see our 
design. There’s a creative energy here that

Why Is a show such as 100% Design 
South Africa Important? 

It creates a joint platform for the 
designers, the producers and the 
people who bring products into the 
country to showcase all their work 
under one roof. I think it’s really 
important for the whole design 
community to have this platform. The 
show is curated, meaning the designers 
and manufacturers are in a space where 
they are able to elevate each other. It 
helps to show that there is an amazing 
standard of design in this country. 

What was a highlight from last year? 

It was truly inspiring to witness the 
combination of cutting-edge and up- 
and-coming designers sitting alongside 
established industry heavyweights. 

It gave the show a unique edge and 
created an atmosphere of design 
happening in the industry. 

How would you describe the general 
mood of the show? 

It’s contemporary but not necessarily 
trend driven. There will always be 
current trends visible at 100% Design 
South Africa, especially in fabrics, soft 
furnishings and paint colours, but my 
theory is that good design transcends 
trends - you’ll find a lot of the design 
here will continue for years to come. 

For example, participating cabinet- 
makers such as Meyer von Wielligh 
and Andrew Dominic are making the 
antiques of the future. 

What are you and Laurence especially 
excited about for this year's show? 

Our passion project is our featured 
designer of the year. We look out for 
young or emerging designers who 
are just about to hit the international 
arena. This year it’s Renee Rossouw, a 
phenomenally talented designer who 
is just going to go from strength to 
strength. She has a unique style, as 
with Atang Tshikare, last year’s featured 
designer. The energy these designers 
have is incredible. We’re also pleased 
to have another talented designer, Mia 
Widlake, lending her trademark quirky, 
contemporary style to Bar by Design, 
which is the central meeting hub at 
this year’s 100% Design South Africa.

Last year’s inaugural show in Johannesburg 
had the challenge of setting itself apart from 
other design- and decor-related exhibitions 
in this country. 'Apart from showing leading 
international brands as part of the mix, 
the major difference with 100% Design 
South Africa is that it is design focused and, 
essentially, curated,’ notes Cathy, the show’s 
programme director. 'Every single exhibitor 
is chosen by us and they have to meet a 
certain standard of design production. It 
creates such a fantastic understanding of 
how amazing our design industry is.’ 

The outline for this year’s event, which 
takes place from 6 to 10 August, hints at 
nothing short of an inspiration overdose, 
with several in-show exhibitions providing 
the sort of contemplative moments usually 
reserved for museum visits. Cathy herself 
is inviting a glimpse through her well- 
trained eye via an artfully curated display 
of 100 Beautiful Things, while 100% Talent 
introduces the work of names to watch. 

A highlight will be the exhibition 'Sphere’ 
presented by Dutch initiative Development 
by Design in collaboration with the Cape 
Craft and Design Institute, and featuring 
high-end handmade design working with 
texture and scale. New workplace systems 
will be revealed by Dauphin HumanDesign 
Group, the show’s headline sponsor. 

House and Leisure is again partnering 
with ceramics studio Art in the Forest to 
present works by some of this country’s 
most skilful artists at 100% Upliftment 
where ceramics are imaginatively 
displayed on a long table. Proceeds from 
the sales of these wondrous works will help 
fund the Light from Africa Foundation’s 
clay workshops for children from 
disadvantaged backgrounds. 

Between 100% Colour, an exhibition 
celebrating the power of colour in product 
design in association with Plascon, and 
100% Hotel, a haute hospitality stand 
designed by Generation’s Julia Day, there’s 
also the opportunity to preview new 
collections by some of South Africa’s most 
exciting designers working in textiles, 
timber, weaving and more cutting-edge 
design processes. Some of the names we are 
looking out for include Osterwald & Sons 
Cabinet Makers and Raw Studio. 

'It’s going to be a phenomenal voyage 
through design,’ Cathy adds, 'and a grand 
day out.’ Thankfully you won’t need to 
sacrifice that new pair of shoes. Ci

A Hyde Park flat revamp makes a virtue of its traditional 
features while introducing chic, modern, masculine aesthetics

A lthough Andrew Smart’s Hyde Park 
flat has a certain lock-up-and-go 
convenience suited to a professional 
bachelor - Andrew is the finance director 
of a shipping company - it’s far from a 
bland pad. He had in many ways already 
curated his belongings to reflect a personal 
narrative according to Megan Hesse of 
Anatomy Design, who helped Andrew 
refurbish its grand old rooms. 

Andrew had a selection of heirloom 
furniture - a cabinet, an escritoire that 
belonged to his grandfather and an old 
chaise longue. He is also a collector of 
contemporary South African design 
and has assembled pieces from the likes 
of Anatomy Design, Tonic, Mezzanine, 
Dokter and Misses, and Gregor Jenkin. 

The contrast between old and new 
works beautifully in the old-fashioned, 
multi-roomed structure of the flat. 
Therefore, although Megan turned her 
interior designer’s eye to stripping the 
place to its bare bones - the 'sparkly white 
1970s tiles and pink carpets’ left them 
with little choice - she found much of 
the narrative for the furnishings ready 
to harness. 

From a leitmotif of mapping she 
uncovered - perhaps this is the shipping 
connection - to the textured masculine 
finishes, Megan used her deft touch 
to bring it all together into the kind of 
home that does indeed tell a story.

With a second Gallery MONO now open in Cape Town, this 
gallerist and curator wants to draw new audiences to the arts

W hen Monna Mokoena’s Gallery 
MOMO opened its doors in 
Joburg’s Parktown North it 
quickly established itself as one of the city’s 
most exciting venues at which to get to 
grips with the who’s who of contemporary 
artists from South Africa and the 
continent. Some 12 years on Cape Town 
has welcomed a Gallery MOMO of its own, 
opening to the public with a group show 
featuring the likes of Mary Sibande and 
Mohau Modisakeng. That the new space 
is considerably grander in scale makes 
it possible to show larger works and host 
exhibitions of a more ambitious nature, 
an enticing prospect for Monna, who also 
intends using the space’s large dedicated 
video-screening room as a means to draw 
in a new audience of art enthusiasts. 

Monna’s illustrious art career includes 
stints in Japan and taking on the role 
of commissioner to the South African 
Pavilion at the 54th Venice Biennale.

f you have a few million rand to spend 
on a car, chances are you’re the sort of 
person who likes to be driven. For your 
money there are many luxury cars that 
provide sumptuous, even limolike space in 
the rear - just ask all of our ministers - but 
for the uber wealthy who actually want to 
drive Mercedes-Benz has created a very 
special car. 

The Mercedes-AMG S 65 Coupe replaces 
the CL in the company’s line-up and, at 
R3.1 million, is currently the most 
expensive Mercedes-Benz available in 
South Africa. At that price you will be 
the owner of one of the most powerful 
production engines ever made. The six-litre 
V12 biturbo is as smooth as it is brutal; it is 
so powerful that the car only uses second 
gear to pull off in most drive modes. 

The completely new bodywork encases 
a cabin that is significantly nicer than my 
apartment. Two huge flat screens dominate 
the swooping wood and leather dash, and 
display everything from DVDs to a night- 
vision camera that highlights pedestrians 
automatically in complete darkness. 

You also control the massage function 
from here; six types are on offer for driver 
and passenger. Rear passengers don’t have 
nearly as much legroom as you’d expect and 
I think passengers may battle to sit behind 
a driver of any height. This really is a 
driver’s coupe. 


What’s remarkable about all of this is that, 
given the exceptional level of comfort and 
the sheer size of the thing, you’d expect it 
to handle like a speedboat but it doesn’t. At 
pace it instils confidence to push harder, 
which is as delightful as it is unexpected. 

Helping defy physics is a barrage of 
impressive tech, the most notable being the 
world debut of Magic Body Control. Two 
cameras scan the road ahead and, if they 
detect a corner, the systems will lower the 
suspension on the inside wheels to lean the 
car into the corner, a bit like a motorbike. 
You can feel it, and it works. 

There are some venerable ultra-luxury 
coupes on the market but I have never 
been in a car that combines exceptional 
technology with exquisite detail quite like 
this. Mercedes-Benz can be very proud 
of this one; at any price this could be one of 
the best cars ever built. Q

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I t’s a crisp Highveld 

day when architect 
Keith Mason from 
PWM Architects 
walks me through this 
extraordinary new build 
in a leafy Sandhurst, 
Johannesburg, enclave. 
The initial approach is 
unassuming, accessed 
via a narrow bamboo- 
clad driveway. Quite 
unexpectedly it opens 
up into a vast greened 
parking area topped with 
a futuristic panoply of off- 
shutter concrete. 'James Bond’ is my first 
reaction, followed by the happy certainty 
that I’m about to experience something 
eminently off the wall. Set on a 4 OOOm^ site 
and completely sheltered by greenery, this 
labour-intensive project took three years to 
complete. 'My clients were living next door 
when they decided to buy this property,’ 
explains Keith. 'It’s a rare location in that 
each of the neighbours have spacious, treed 
gardens. You don’t see a roofline anywhere 
and, despite being in the heart of a city, 
the sense of privacy is profound.’ Once 
the sloping terrain had been levelled and 
the existing house demolished, the five- 
bedroomed home began to take shape. 

The result is undeniably sculptural, a 
quality enhanced by Keith’s choice of the 
off-shutter concrete for the walls, roof and 
beams. 'I like the plastic quality of this 
material and the way that you can cast it in 
curves,’ he says. Keith contrasted the matt, 
unapologetically utilitarian finish with 
elements of smooth plaster, timber and steel. 
On the ground level granite-tile flooring 
with a hint of a speckle adds a flinty, 
stonelike permanence to the neutral shell. 

'I think it’s quite mysterious in that the 
design doesn’t reveal itself immediately,’ > 









At the front entrance concrete grass blocks 
create a practical green parking space. 
Clad in textured off-shutter concrete, the 
zigzag form contains an interior ramp, which

he says. 'The front view, for instance, 
is organic and sculptural with very 
few windows.’ On the opposite side the 
expansive patio and bedroom suites 
above it form an elegant series of cubes 
- a combination of glass and solid boxes 
that are partially suspended on columns. 
Linking the two floors is a Z-shaped interior 
ramp. Sparse and gallerylike, it’s an integral 
part of the home’s logical, fluid layout. 

Keith’s interior concept evolved from 
the idea of a highly flexible living area that 
could be subdivided to suit his client’s 
needs. At the heart of it all is the double 
volume living room - its height and sloping 
walls directing ever changing light into 
the space. Sliding doors create a seamless 
connection not only to the vast patio but 
to the adjacent dining room, kitchen, 
informal lounge and study. Opened up the 
effect is vast, serene and unfettered. For 
daily living the area adjusts effortlessly 
into smaller, contained spaces as required. 

Once the building was complete the 
owners commissioned Adam Court of Studia, 
who was then a design partner at Antoni 
Associates, to create the bespoke interior. 

T was handed this blank canvas, which I 
found beautifully bizarre,’ he says. Tt doesn’t 
adhere to any rules and it makes a statement 
in an almost subliminal way.’ Describing his 
approach as 'structured and formal,’ Adam 
was responsible for designing every item of 
furniture. 'The interior architecture is such 
that nothing superfluous would have worked. 
I wanted to convey a sense of geometry and 
was absolutely rigorous with the furniture 
layout - each piece was designed to occupy 
a predetermined spot,’ he says. 

Adam intentionally chose a 'lean’ colour 
palette with subtle modulations from 
space to space. 'They’re shadow tones and, 
together with the luxurious fabrics and matt 
and polished accents, create an opulence 
that’s low-key rather than ostentatious,’ 
he says. A series of custom carpets, woven 
in wool and silk, ground the living spaces, 
their crisp geometry echoing what he calls 
'origami in a flat form’. 'This has to be one 
of my favourite projects,’ he says. 'Our client 
was so decisive and trusting of our ideas. It’s 
extremely satisfying when architecture and 
design synchronise so successfully.’ 

For Keith this is an original house, 
a restrained, practical space in which the 
owners can fully express themselves. 'It’s 
not a fashion statement and there were 
no compromises,’ he says. 'I think it will 
be here for a while.’ Q PWM Architects, 
pwmarch.co.za; Antoni Associates, 
aainteriors.co.za; Studia, studiadesign.com;

KEITH MASON 

What is the epitome of luxury? The 

freedom to do what you want. What 
was the starting point of this design? 

To create a flexible living space that 
could be configured to accommodate 
change. Whose work do you admire? 

I still love the work of Le Corbusier - 
he changed architecture forever. It’s 
hard to come up with an idea that he 
didn’t explore 60 years ago. Visiting 
Notre Dame du Haut, in Ronchamp, 
and the Couvent Sainte-Marie de La 
Tourette, near Lyon, was a revelation 
to me. What’s your favourite style of 
architecture? The work of the 
early modernists after World War I. 

It reflected an optimism for the future 
that is inspiring. What did you love 
about this project? This was a very 
exciting project to work on as it provided 
us with the opportunity to do what we 
do best. Our client’s trust in us allowed 
us to explore ideas and take chances. 
Luxury is... relative; it is having more 
than one is used to. For me a Picasso in 
the living room would suffice! What’s 
your best way to spoil yourself? Travel; 
it’s a luxury I can’t get enough of. What 
are some of your favourite shops? 
Hardware and stationery shops. Tools, 
paint, crayons - I’m a child at heart! 
Which designers are on your radar? 

I have my eye on Azzedine Alaia, who 
designs clothes how architects should 
design buildings. They are incredible, 
functional, sculptural works of art.

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ife’s most extravagant 
pleasures can sometimes 
be narrowed down to the 
simplest of things, such as 
waking up and enjoying a 
good cup of coffee in your 
own bed, rather than in an 
impersonal hotel room, 
when spending time in a city 
that’s become a second home. It’s certainly 
the case for a Dutch couple who sojourn for 
six months every year in Cape Town. Their 
love for the city and its natural splendour has 
translated into a magnificent contemporary 
house that honours its surrounds and reflects 
its owners’ impeccable European style. 

There’s no doubt that the views of the sea 
and Camps Bay beach - as seen from all the 
bedrooms in this spacious, but beautifully 
contained, home - add to the restrained 
sense of luxury that abounds here. It’s seen 
all around in the seamless attention to detail 
in every corner, the careful craftsmanship 
evident from the walls and floors to the 
ceilings with their subtle recessed lighting, 
and the slick but exceedingly comfortable 
furnishings. The house might be decorated 
with thoughtfully chosen design pieces from 
the likes of B&B Italia, Linteloo and Moooi 
but it’s a space that also invites barefoot 
downtime. Just sink into the cushions on a

It’s not the first home the couple, owners 
of Stellenbosch boutique hotel Clouds 
Estate (featured in HL in March 2013), have 
occupied in Camps Bay but it was during their 
attachment years here that they developed 
a clear vision for a house built to suit their 
highly particular taste and needs. 

The brief to Darryl Croome of Arthur 
Quinton Darryl Croome Architects was for 
a clean-lined modern home that would be 
in keeping with its site - a slice of the steep 
slope descending from the Twelve Apostles 
mountains to the sea. Indeed, viewed from 
below, the structure appears to be set right into 
the mountain with its sensitively landscaped 
garden blending it further into its surrounds 
and adding a softening green counter effect to 
the angular lines of the structure. 

While a substantial property, arranged 
over three floors and with a separate, self- 
contained apartment for visiting friends, the 
house feels surprisingly cosy and its scale 
pleasingly human. It has been designed to 
transition all seasons, with its ceiling-height 
glass sliding doors disappearing entirely to 
create a breezy indoor- outdoor flow. 

Fundamental to the architecture is its 
exquisite materiality. The smooth, almost 
silken-looking off-shutter concrete shell is 
layered with slate, blackened timber and the > 



The palette of materials used for this house was 
selected with the utmost care, says architect 
Darryl Croome: ‘Off-shutter concrete contrasted 
with the warmth of natural timber within a grey 
to charcoal backdrop.’

palest European oak. While the overall look is 
one of calm repose there are some statement 
making moments, in particular the sculptural 
oak staircase that appears lightly suspended 
between the three floors. It floats against 
a backdrop that looks like a landscape-art 
installation: a sheer wall of slate delineating the 
sharp excavation into the mountain, set behind 
a sheet of glass with a water feature at its foot. 

Similarly, the swimming pool is an 
artistically visualised continuation of the 
architecture. Designed in an L shape that 
echoes the lines of the house, specifically 
the layer of zinc cladding that stops short 
of enfolding the structure, it dominates the 
outdoor space. The idea was stolen, admit the 
owners, from the pool at W Retreat Koh Samui 
in Thailand but, rather than tiled in black, the 
Camps Bay version features the same granite- 
hued porcelain tiles used in the bathrooms and 
on the floors (even the garage) of the house. 

On the other side of the water a square of 
bright green lawn is a striking modern gazebo 
built from the same blackened western red 
cedar used to dramatic effect in feature walls 
and other details throughout the house. With 
its slatted screens drawn aside there’s an 
uninterrupted ocean vista to drink in while 
sunning yourself on an unspeakably stylish 
lounger. What could be more luxurious than 
that?

O n arrival at this grand home in Constantia, Cape Town, 
your immediate impression is of a house of baronial 
proportions: graceful old-world style in the most sublime 
sense of the term. This house, however, is just over a year old. 

'We moved in last year in April,’ says its owner Lauren Searll. 

T bought the property in August 2012. There was a 1970s single- 
storey house on it and we planned to use the foundations but once 
we started the engineer said we needed to construct better ones. 
So we built from scratch.’ 

Having worked closely with architect Jacky Cattell for three 
years Lauren’s vision was clear: T knew exactly what 1 wanted. 

A French-inspired, romantic, classic home that breathed warmth 
and love.’ 

She and her late husband Aaron Searll, the Cape Town clothing- 
industry magnate, used to visit the legendary Hotel du Cap-Eden- 
Roc in Antibes in the South of France every year so it’s no surprise 
that stylish France is visible in her home, not only in the crystal 
chandeliers, ornate mirrors, French dressers and Louis XV 
cabriole legs that pop up everywhere but also in the special pieces 


such as the 19th-century French church pew in the hall and the 
French butcher’s rack that acts as a kitchen pot hanger. 

There’s French oak, too, on the floors and in the glass-fronted 
cabinets, while a rustic feel is maintained in the ceilings with 
poplar beams and exposed trusses. 

You might imagine that Lauren and her two daughters - Juliette, 
11, and Sophia, 10, - would rattle around in this mansion. Yet, thanks 
to the relatively small rooms and quietly elegant decor, it’s the kind 
of home that wraps itself around you. It’s serene and relaxed, an 
effect achieved partly by muted natural colours throughout. As 
Lauren puts it: 'Everything is gentle except our upstairs playroom.’ 

She was responsible for the decor, with the assistance of interior 
designer Georgina Bagg. 

The calm spirit of the house is rather like that of its unflappable 
owner. 'Em a very traditional person and family is the most 
important thing in my life,’ Lauren says, 'so 1 want to live in a space 
that is completely comfortable and warm. As a Taurean I love life’s 
luxuries so beautiful fabrics, antiques and crystal always have to 
feature but nothing is precious and anyone coming into my home 



must feel completely relaxed. Spill something or break something, 
it’s just part of the journey.’ 

Jacky says Lauren’s brief was for a large family home with great 
areas for entertaining. 'The roof is broken into smaller sections so 
it never feels like a mansion,’ explains Jacky. 'The rooms are warm 
and personal to reflect Lauren and her family, each designed 
especially for its function, although they flow into each other.’ 

Jacky introduced the Cape Dutch vernacular in the external 
chimney stack, which is of hand-tooled stone. Her smart domestic 
suggestions, with entertaining in mind, included the location of 
the drinks fridge not far from the pool, a long, thin ironing table 
of oak on castors so it can easily become an extra table and two 
dishwashers instead of one. 

Landscape architect Tirzah Webb designed the French country- 
style garden, maximising views and screening neighbours’ roofs 
while creating an abundance of sumptuous greenery that softens 
the strong lines of the house. Undulating slopes became levels and 
various intimate areas were established and contain urns and 
garden benches from Lauren’s previous home. >

A cheerful line-up of mop-head trees leads to the front door, 
large troughs spill over with colourful flowering plants and water 
features provide a tinkling soundtrack. Naturally France pops 
up again in the potager. At its heart rises a small fountain column 
from a pool enclosed by low, square bagged-brick walls. Granadillas 
climb over a wooden structure surroundedby vigorously growing 
edible vegetation. It’s a place where Lauren can sit on a bench in 
the midst of fragrant foliage or pick her favourite roses. 

Lauren’s so content in this lovely home she says she hates 
having to leave it: T would happily spend every minute of the day 
here.’

LAUREN’S HOME TRUTHS 

For me luxury is spending a weekend cooking with my girls and 
having the time to lie in a bubble bath reading by candlelight. The 
most luxurious thing I’ve ever bought is an antique chest with a full 
set of sterling-silver cutlery. What I like about Constantia is the rural 
feeling and being surrounded by trees, fields and mountain views. I like 
to relax with friends by having them over for lazy afternoon braais, 
with children running around, wine flowing and music playing. When 
entertaining I plan well in advance, from the menu and drinks to the 
decor and flowers. I set the table the day before so I can mingle and 
I prepare food without formality. I always make sure the bathrooms 
are full of fresh flowers and lit candles. In winter the first thing I do 
when I arrive home is light a fire and pour a glass of wine, then I start 
preparing dinner. My daughters usually decide in the car on the way to 
school in the morning what they want for dinner - curry, soup, Mexican 
food, steak - so we all have something to look forward to at the end 
of the day.

The quiet residential area offered forested 
seclusion pierced only by bird calls, with 
ethereal mists in autumn and shelter from 
the summer South Easter. 

When a large Higgovale plot was 
subdivided, Grant, a sales and marketing 
director for a deep-sea trawling company, 
viewed the newly available property 
situated on a hairpin bend in a road. 
Though it made his heart beat faster it 
was beyond his budget so he continued his 
search. A year later he happened to see the 
very plot on the front page of a newspaper 
property section at a greatly reduced price. 



T phoned immediately, put in an offer and 
that was it,’ he smiles. 

Grant had a vision of exactly the type of 
house he wanted to build: a long, simple 
oblong in cast concrete, glassed in on its 
long sides, inspired by Brazilian architect 
Marcio Kogan, whose houses he’d 
admired in Sao Paulo. Instead of hiring an 
architect. Grant worked with friend Andre 
Carl van der Merwe, a multi-talented 
artist, author and architectural and 
interior designer. It was Andre’s inspired 
suggestion to raise the 24x7-metre 
structure on concrete columns instead 
of anchoring it to the ground. 'The idea 
was that the house should float between 
the trees,’ explains Grant. In conjunction 
with a structural engineer the 18-month 
building process began in August 2011. 

All services now run through eight 
diagonally placed columns, which open 
up forest-floor space beneath the house: > 
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■ ‘In summer, with all the sliding doorsiDpen, 
- you reall\rfeel as though you’re sitting 
outside, surrounded by trees,’ says Grant. 
Shinji the Siamese perches on vintage 
chairs from Grant’s mother. The wooden 
pedestal side table is from Lim (lim.co.za). 
OPPOSITE Grant in the guest room of his 
cool, quiet ‘dream house’ constructed 
from cast concrete and g^ass. His Ralph 
Lauren chair was bought from a friend..

here Grant plans to create a lounge area 
and a summer kitchen with a 10-seater 
table. Garden designer Franchesca Watson 
is on board to cultivate a wild, forested 
garden with mosses, ferns and other 
shade-loving plants, eventually to conceal 
glimpses of the road with greenery. Even 
the garage is invisible: sunk into the 
ground it’s accessed from the road below; 
Grant enters his house via a forested 
pathway snaking under the house. 

One steps from an elevated wooden 
walkway into the grown-up tree house, 
awed by the proximity of trees and the 
scent of mountain air. The symmetrical 
layout comprises an open-plan living area 
in the middle, a bedroom with bathroom 
at each end and sliding doors running 
the length of each side to open the house 
almost completely. Indeed, when the 


glass doors are pushed back, an expansive 
16-metre opening is created, framing views 
of trees. Lion’s Head and Signal Hill. 

A serious hobby photographer who’s held 
exhibitions. Grant has hung large prints 
from his travels throughout the house. 

His artistic eye and attention to detail are 
evident, too, in the decor choices. T got 
my colour inspiration from the stone pine 
in front - the browns and oranges on the 
bark. I wanted to bring the outside inside 
and let it all blend in,’ Grant explains. For 
floors and walls, wood and wallpaper were 
used for their warmth instead of tiles. 

Minimalist and seamless, this is a 
house where doors are hidden, sliding into 
cavities between rooms, and handles have 
no place: all units operate with a push-and- 
release opening mechanism. Everything 
functional, whether a DVD player or the 


kitchen coffee station, is concealed in 
storage areas recessed into walls. True to 
the owner’s nature, each element has been 
carefully considered, from the light switch 
plates to the show-stopper woodpile 
feature wall around the fireplace - Andre’s 
'brainwave’ while driving behind a truck 
transporting logs. 

From his house in the trees Grant 
observes guinea fowl, the circling African 
hawk-eagle, sunbirds. Cape white-eyes 
and squirrels. Owls can be heard hooting 
at night and twice he has encountered a 
porcupine in the road before dawn when 
heading to the gym. 'What a privilege 
to live next to a nature reserve,’ Grant 
says. 'I’ll never move or sell. This is my 
dream house.’

estled in the southwest section of 
the Kruger National Park in the 
Sabi Sands Game Reserve, Sabi 
Sabi Bush Lodge heralds a transformation 
of luxury. It’s a move that indicates the 
acclaimed establishment is focusing on 
contemporary comfort and connecting the 
guest with what’s outside - a fresh take on 
safari style with none of the usual cliches. 

Reached by a dirt pathway lined with 
fever trees and giant euphorbias, the 
villas emerge unassumingly at the end 
of the trail, each one claiming its own 
private view of the encroaching bush. 

In their approach, design duo Tessa 
Badenhorst and Patricia O’Hare of 
Classic Concepts have done away with 
anything that speaks to a themed Africa, 
opting instead for layers of texture and 
a neutral tone-on-tone palette. Tt’s about 
luxury without losing the natural elements 
that the bush has to offer,’ says Tessa. 


The interior taps into its natural 
surrounds, offering an honest connection 
to the very thing that guests come to see - 
wildest Africa. Material, colour and form 
have all been re-evaluated in an effort 
to appeal to the modern-day safari goer 
with layers of taupe, slate and driftwood 
marrying cane, canvas and wood. 

The suites on either side of the light- 
infused lounge exude low-key luxe with 
contemporary four-poster beds, screed 
floors and sisal rugs. Even the Bamileke 
stool - an icon of African design - is 
brought into the present alongside an 
assortment of other more clean-lined 
pieces. Then there’s the capacious master 
bathroom that juts out into the open veld, 
and is glassed in on three sides with an 
outdoor shower, indoor shower and twin 
slipper baths to choose from. 

Guests are spoilt with the selection of 
game at the reserve - and better yet - the

lodge. During our stay we returned from 
a morning game drive to find a large herd 
of elephants, two rhinos, a pair of mud- 
encrusted buffalo and a dazzle of zebras all 
cooling themselves at the watering hole 100 
metres from the lodge deck. 

The addition of the villas has taken Bush 
Lodge in a new direction by respectfully 
referencing the bush rather than imitating 
it.

MRP Home’s merchandise director discusses the MRP Home Colab 
project and HL’s Night Market 


What do you think makes the MRP Home 
Colab project special? 

The magic of our collaborations, besides 
the fact that they are beautiful, sits in the 
approach we take in the development of 
the ranges with the artists we work with. 

It is and always will be exactly what the 
name implies: we collaborate in a win-win 
relationship, rooted in mutual respect and 
with the vision to delight our customers 
with great South African design. 

How did the Colab Collection come about 
and how has it evolved over the years? 
The germination of Colab stems back to 
when we were involved with House and 


Leisure's Young Designers competitions 
some years back. My biggest frustration at 
the time was that we didn’t get to produce 
any of the fantastic designs for mass- 
market retail in our stores. Democracy of 
design is something I feel very passionate 
about, great design should not be elitist. 
That became the driving force in the 
conceptualisation of Colab. 


The initial editions in November 2012 
were multiple ranges from a few artists, 
each focused on a different product type, 
which evolved into coordinated ranges 
from a single designer, often taking their 
style into product types they had not 
worked with before. This was a big success 
with our customers as well as taking the 
design partners out of their comfort zones. 

The latest evolution of Colab saw us 
working with designers each independently 
doing a design for a single product 
category, some of the proceeds of which are 
then donated through our MRP Foundation. 
The first was our immensely successful 


Blanket Colab in 2014. We were delighted 
that the Mia Widlake blanket was included 
at the inaugural Too Most Beautiful Objects’ 
at 100% Design South Africa last year. 

Why do people react so positively? 

The project is honest, real and sustainable. 
Colab promotes local talent on a national 
scale and exposes artists to the challenges of 
mass-market realities and the real challenges 


of affordable design. At MRP Home it’s a 
natural extension of the design journey we 
have been on for the past 10 years and I’m 
delighted that all our regular product is the 
work of our in-house design team. 

How do you go about selecting creatives? 
Adrienne Sparks, our trend and design 
manager, and I are focused on selecting 
designers who are relevant in the context 
of South African design, have shown 
consistency in their body of work and 
are the forerunners of emerging trends, 
represent an individual aesthetic and 
are open to new ideas and ways of doing 
things. Our instincts have been correct and 
we have an almost 100 per cent strike rate. 
For the first time MRP Home will be 
showcasing a Colab Collection at HUs 
Night Market. Why has MRP chosen to 
partner with HL in Cape Town? 

The HL Night Market provides the perfect 
platform for us to interact with our design- 
savvy customers who are keen HL readers 
in an intimate environment.

giancarlo pironi 

This Cape Town based cook is all about Italian cooking and 
has been known to whip something up on a desert island

f you ask me, as we ask our chefs, about 
my most memorable meal, Fd tell you it 
was on a weekend away with my high- 
school friend, Jackie. Her brother prepared 
a seafood platter that was as simple a 
Sunday lunch on the Cape coast as they 
come but in its understated provenance it 
was perfection. A decade later, on planning 
this piece, I excitedly texted Jackie, 'OMG, 
is your brother Giancarlo Pironi?’ 

'Food is memories,’ Giancarlo tells me 
when we’re talking about his new seasonal 
eatery, Popupitalian, and I recall my first 
taste of scallop freshly prepared by him 
all those years ago. Joburg foodies will 
know Giancarlo from Assaggi, which he 
ran with his mother Luciana Righi. The 
unassuming Italian restaurant started 


small in the Post Office Centre in Illovo 
but soon grew to be one of the most 
loved and lauded restaurants in the city. 
'My mother is a great influence on my 
career, but my grandmother holds the 
memories,’ Giancarlo says. In this family, 
love and flavour dominate: 'I spent 
most of my youth in the kitchen with 
my grandmothers. I still remember the 
aromas and the tastes of the things they 
used to keep me busy with: the stirring 
of pots, licking of bowls, bubbling of the 
stock pot - these are the memories that 
motivate my cooking.’ 

Whether in Popupitalian, which opens 
its doors again in August at Webersburg 
Wine Estate in Stellenbosch, or in private 
functions and events, Giancarlo strives to 
serve quality Italian fare and offer a dining 
experience that’ll stay with you for years 
to come, f popupitaliani 

What tastes remind you of childhood? 

Cappelletti in Brodo and tagliatelle al 
ragu. What’s always in your pantry? Olive 
oil, Parmigiano-Reggiano, chillies, garlic, 
anchovies, De Cecco dry pasta, Italian peeled 
tomatoes, pancetta, grissini (breadsticks). 


00 flour, free-range eggs (certified), fresh 
herbs (from the garden), good chocolate, 
glass-bottled water and a few bottles of 
good wine. If you were a drink what would 
it be? Sangiovese wine - robust, honest, 
real, uncomplicated. What was your most 
memorable meal? That’s like asking which 
one of your children you like most. The first 
thing that comes to mind, though, was the 
fresh sea urchins I had in Sardinia long ago (in 
Cagliari by the seaside) from a street vender 
in summertime, late in the afternoon paired 
with his own Vernaccia. Current favourite 
restaurant? The Duchess of Wisbeach in Cape 
Town. If you could take only five food items 
with you to a desert island, what would they 
be? I have been to deserted islands before 
and that was not planned. Fortunately they 


were tropical isles and I made my own food 
from what the land offered. I would bring 
cold sake in a carton, chillies, soya sauce, a 
packet of De Cecco pasta and a tin of Italian 
tomatoes. What would be on the menu for 
your last meal? My handmade pasta with 
farm butter and Parmesan cheese. What’s 
on your kitchen wish list? Copper pots. 

Do you have any culinary vices? A bad 
temper. What’s your most used recipe 
book? Pellegrino Artusi’s The Art of Eating 
Well. Not many people will know about it; 
it’s very regional and written in old Italian. 
What’s your favourite sandwich filling? 
Mortadella. What’s your ultimate breakfast? 
My scrambled eggs - I separate the yolks and 
whites to be cooked in different stages - and 
real pancetta on my bread. I won’t eat... 
for the sake of eating. What’s the weirdest 
thing you’ve ever eaten? Mopane worms. 
What wine are you enjoying right now? 
DeMorgenzon Maestro. Who are your foodie 
icons? Besides my grandmother, Rick Stein, 
Marco Pierre White and Pellegrino Artusi. 
What’s your signature dish? Fegato alia 
Veneziana (Venetian-style calf liver). Advice 
for aspiring chefs? If you don’t like to swear, 
sweat and cry this is not a job for you. Q

500ml vegetable stock, heated 

500g Hubbard squash puree 

(recipe opposite) 

lOOg Parmesan cheese, grated 

salt, to taste 

20 ml lemon juice 

fresh herbs, such as parsley, to serve 


Prepare the buttermilk labneh the day 
before. Pour the buttermilk over a muslin 
cloth that has been tied around a plastic 
container. Leave it overnight to ensure that 
you catch all the whey that will drip. The 
next day remove the muslin carefully, place 
the thick buttermilk in a bowl and add the 
salt, then set it aside. 

To prepare the Parmesan cheese, preheat 
the oven to 140°C. Line a baking tray with 
baking paper, place the cheese on top and 
bake until it is golden brown. Let it cool 
before breaking it into smaller pieces. 

Prepare the pumpkin seeds by heating 
the oil in a . medium pan, then slowly adding 
the seeds and toasting them until they turn 
light brown and start to pop. Transfer the 
seeds^o kitchen towel to remove the excess 
oil and season with salt. 

To prepare the risotto, melt 50g of the 
unsalted butter in a pot, then add the onion 
and cook it until it is translucent. Add the 
white wine, let it reduce slightly, then add 
all the rice and mix through. 

Turn down the temperature to low. 
Slowly add the vegetable stock one ladle at a 
time, stirring the liquid through until it has 
been absorbed thoroughly before adding 
another ladle. Continue until the rice is 
soft but has a bit of a crunch in the centre, 
which should take about 10 minutes. 

Add the hubbard squash puree, the 
80g of cubed, unsalted butter, the grated 
Parmesan cheese, a pinch of salt and the

lemon juice. Stir to ensure the ingredients 
are well mixed, then do a final tasting to 
check if more salt is needed. 

Scoop the risotto into a serving bowl 
(or hubbard squash halves, with their 
flesh removed, if you wish to be creative) 
and garnish it with the labneh, toaste^ 
pumpkin seeds, crispy Parmesan hheese 
and fresh herbs.

Chop half the coriander leaves and mix 
them with the yoghurt and lime juice and 
zest.

To prepare the charred salsa, place 
the peppers, skin side up, onion, 
tomatoes, chilli and corn on the cob on a 
baking pan and grill until the vegetables 
are partially charred and roasted. 

Monitor them and remove those that 
char more quickly to ensure that they 
don’t overcook. 

Remove the seeds from the peppers and 
chilli, then chop all the vegetables roughly. 
Slice the corn kernels off the cob and add 
them to the vegetable salsa. 


Mix the olive oil, vinegar, sugar and 
remaining coriander leaves. Gently toss 
this dressing through the salsa. 

Char the chicken on a griddle pan until 
it is cooked through, then slice it into bite 
size pieces. 

Using a cookie cutter, cut out 16 mini 
tortillas from the four tortillas and dry fry 
them until they are toasted. 

Top the mini tortillas with the salsa, 
chicken and guacamole and serve them 
immediately garnished with micro herbs.

Mix the herbs and orange zest. Set it aside. 

Crush the peppercorns, cumin, 
coriander seeds and salt using a mortar 
and pestle until they are finely ground. 
Pour this seasoning onto a plate. Rub olive 
oil all over the fillet and then roll it in the 
seasoning until it is well covered. 

Heat a non-stick pan over a high heat 
and sear the fillet for eight minutes, 
making sure to turn it every two minutes. 

Remove the fillet from the pan, roll it in 
the fresh herbs to coat it completely and 
then wrap it tightly in clingfilm. Freeze it 
for 15 minutes to help it to firm up. 

To prepare the beetroot carpaccio, slice 
the beetroot finely using a mandolin or 
electric sheer. Add a little ice water and 
then refrigerate this until you’re ready to 
use it. 

Make a beetroot reduction by bringing 
the beetroot juice, orange juice and sugar 
to the boil, then reduce the liquid to half or 
until it is syrupy. 


Remove the beef from the freezer and 
finely slice it into wafer-thin rounds. 

Place these on a platter with the beetroot 
carpaccio, drizzle the beetroot reduction 
on top and garnish with the beetroot micro 
herbs. Mix the creme fraiche, goat’s cheese 
and honey and serve this on the side.

To make the sorbet, bring all the 
ingredients to a boil in a pot, then let the 
mixture cool completely in the fridge. 

Churn the mixture in your ice-cream 
maker according to the manufacturer’s 
instructions.

HE FIRST THING DUNCAN AND LIZ 
HENDERSON DID AFTER BUYING AN 
APPLE FARM IN THE ELGIN VALLEY IN 
2002, SOME 70 KILOMETRES FROM 


Cape Town, was fence the boundary and 
plant along it a hedge of scented, pale pink 
TVlbertine’ roses. This would serve not 
only as a security barrier but as a romantic 
backdrop to their garden, a showcase for 
many of the English-style plants grown in 
their on-site nursery, Fairholme Plants. 

They set about rebuilding the house and 
replanting the garden, creating a series of 
terraces. As Liz explains, The garden belongs 
to me. Dunes and Mary’: all contribute to its 
maintenance and design, and their daughter 
Mary Maurel, an architect turned landscape 
designer, uses it as a canvas for her ideas. 

Though Fairholme’s garden may 
encompass 10 distinct areas the less is more’ 


principle is nevertheless evident and the 
pared down approach is seen from the start: 
the driveway to the house is flanked by triple- 
layer borders of lavender, Tceberg’ roses and 
clipped viburnum hedges. In the formal rose 
garden a mixture of yellow and white roses 
was initially planted but many were plagued 
by mildew, especially Antique Silk’, and 
Duncan decided to rid this section of any rose 
requiring a special spray programme, instead 
filling it with Liz’s beloved creamy roses, the 
virtually fail-safe Rosa Ivory Beauty’, planted 
simply in boxed hedges oiMyrtus communis, 
with peach pips scattered beneath them. 

There are zones richer in colour too. 
From the pool terrace, a walkway with 


Tceberg’ roses climbing over a pergola is 
underplanted with perennials grown in the 
nursery, including campanulas in many 
shades, aquilegias, asters, lobelias and 
pastel-coloured evening primroses. It leads 
to Duncan’s personal favourite part of the 
garden, a colour burst of alstroemerias, 
dianthuses, pelargoniums and salvias. 

Fairholme is a working garden from 
which plants may be dug up when nursery 
stocks are running low. Yet it’s a place 
for laid-back family gatherings too, and 
an idyllic exploration zone for Mary’s 
children, Thomas, II, and Matthew, eight. 

The long swimming pool is where the 
family members unwind on sun loungers 
and the grandchildren swim or play in 
the tree house. The stone wall alongside 
it, the only original garden feature the 
Hendersons retained apart from the 
pool, cascades with flowering shrubs in 
pinks, blues and white. 'Before we started, 
[garden designer] Franchesca Watson 
advised us to plant no more than seven 
types of plants on the bank above > 
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the swimming pool/ says Duncan. The 
Hendersons selected 'Wiri Joy’, Cape 
May (Spiraea cantoniensis Tlore Pleno’), 
Rhaphiolepis x delacourii 'Krischenia’, 

Poly gala fruticosa Tetite Butterfly’ and 
Teucriumfruticans, as well as clipped balls 
of white-flowering rock roses (Cistus) 
placed next to smaller balls of Westringia 
to provide visual anchors. 

'We’re very interested in ornamental 
grasses as an extension of perennials/ says 
Duncan of the patch of grasses linking the 
swimming pool to the rest of the garden. 
Grasses are trending internationally, 
he notes, and his nursery has seen 
'tremendous sales’ to local landscapers. 

In 2013 Duncan pulled out the over-tall 
Gaura in the parterre garden, leaving only 
the hedges. He recalls, 'Mary said, "You can 
do so much better than that,” and came out 
with her assistant Eduard and physically 
laid out new plants one pouring wet winter 
morning.’ Mary’s planting gives the effect 
of a meadow garden filled with wild flowers 
and grasses, predominantly Arzsfzda 
junciformis. She included indigenous 
bulbs, such as tritonia, gladiolus, Dierama, 
chincherinchee, and late-flowering 
deciduous agapanthus. 'It’s colourful in the 
spring but also magnificent in the autumn 
when the knee-length grass is in full flower 
and sways in the wind/ Duncan says. 

Revisit the Hendersons’ idyllic garden 
in a few months and something else may 
have been replaced or upgraded. Says Liz, 
'Mary experiments and tries different 
things. It’s continually being changed.’ G

^ \ / ou only need one of these/ says our Chinese taxi driver, 

Y pulling at the collar of his shirt. 'One shirt, no j er sey - all 
I year round!’ Beyond the air-conditioned capsule of the 
Lexus it’s an eye-popping 34 degrees, with humidity hovering at 
around 90 per cent. It reminds me of Durban in February but with 
the volume turned way, way up. On the equator’s cusp, covered 
in extraordinarily lush vegetation and riddled with skyscrapers, 
there’s something distinctly schizophrenic about this island 
state. One minute you’re in the serene lobby of the Shangri-La, 
having spent a night beneath a duck- down duvet fending off the 
blast-chiller air-con. Seconds later you’re in a twilight zone of 
stifling clamminess, Ray-Bans all fogged up and your camera lens 
stubbornly refusing to focus. 'Singapore one temperature,’ beams 
the cabbie. 'Hot and hot!’ 

This year is a significant one for the Lion City: its Golden 
Jubilee in August marks 50 years since it broke ties with Malaysia. 
In 1965, though, this was seen more as a crisis than a celebration. 
With no natural resources and an immigrant population without 
a shared national identity, the pint-sized state faced a host of 
challenges. We know now that it took just one generation to 
progress from an emerging nation to the first-world wunderkind 
of Southeast Asia. Today, what this sovereign state lacks in space 
it makes up for in its stunning verticality - an NYC on steroids, 
minus the winter and the hooting. It’s a skyline that represents 
banking and shopping and petrochemical profits but, behind 
all the flash, it’s an established meritocracy, with high levels of 



service and religious tolerance. You will also find some of the best 
food on the planet here. 

The skyline is what you notice first and its varied architecture 
is an intriguing part of Singapore’s dichotomy. Amid flashes of 
older, more human-scale areas, such as Chinatown or Kampong 
Glam, the buildings of the past decade have given the city a 
completely new identity. Architect Moshe Safdie’s Marina Bay 
Sands is a gravity- defying mixed-use marvel, which at first glance 
looks as though a submarine landed on the Joburg Gen. Rather 
than the standard cluster of towers over a mall, the architect 
wanted 'a building that is extrovert and connected to the city 
around it’. A stone’s throw away, his bold design for the ArtScience 
Museum resembles a lotus-shaped spaceship about to take off. 

In a dramatic declaration of green cred, the Supertrees 
at Gardens by the Bay bring to mind a futuristic fairground 
attraction. Soaring up to 50 metres high, the metal structures are 
cocooned in vegetation, functioning as rainwater harvesters and 
solar-power generators. The whole mad, wondrous forest comes 
alive during the twice-nightly self-powered light shows that are a 
sight to behold. 

Singapore is a city that works. Getting around is a cinch, with 
some 28 000 taxis swooping in and out of designated ranks in 
orderly rows. Underground, untainted by graffiti, its MRT system 
is a hub of exacting, Swisslike efficiency. Each station connects 
to entire worlds of subterranean shopping - a seductive series of 
malls so awash with Vuitton, Vivier and Gucci that, quite frankly.

it all becomes a bit of a blur. Above ground it feels as though 
someone lined up 10 Sandton Cities in a row and said, 'There you 
go, knock yourselves out.’ Orchard Road is still the home of high- 
end luxury and, though resolutely anti-mall, ITl admit to being 
a little taken by the Takashimaya centre. Less ostentatious, it 
whispers in the way of serious wealth. For the avidly acquisitive. 
The Shoppes at Marina Bay Sands boasts the city’s largest 
collection of luxury jewellery and watches under a single roof. 

Eating, of course, is one of the chief reasons we’re here. 

Three words,’ said an air-hostess friend who knows 
Singapore intimately, 'Satays, peanut sauce.’ These prove to be 
outrageously delicious, especially with an icy Tiger beer, but 
then so does the Japanese rice-flour porridge that I stumble 
across one breakfast. Silky as a creme caramel, this cool 
white bit of heaven is topped with a palm-sugar reduction. In 
truth, though, breakfast could also be miso soup, kaya toast or

noodles - or waffles or Nasi Goreng. The multi-cultural mix, 
which includes Malay, Indian and Chinese, has created an 
extraordinary food culture. 

If costly high-end dining is your thing, you could try the 
hay-roasted Bresse pigeon at Jaan - the city’s top spot for 
contemporary French cuisine. At the other end of the scale, for 
around R50 a plate, there’s superb food to be found at the indoor 
markets. Lau Pa Sat becomes our favourite haunt, mostly for the 
braised beef-ball noodles but also for the finest naan this side 
of Durban. Somewhere in between there are countless small, 
personal eateries with fabulous food and service. Tess Bar & 
Kitchen was a happy find on Seah Street - with beautiful tapas 
and friendly neighbours who happily and inexplicably shared 
their Japanese whisky with us. When I told the maitre d’ my 
name (so I could legitimately nick a few coasters), a delicious 
cocktail promptly arrived out of the blue. >

Visiting a rooftop bar is a must, not only to see the entire city 
unfold as you catch a rare wafting breeze but to people watch 
among the cool set. A frosty Tsingtao at the Lighthouse bar atop 
The Fullerton Hotel is a good start. Feeling just a little gangsta as 
though we hang here often sipping R200 beers we watch the late 
light turning peachy over the esplanade. 

Later, strolling through a city of 5.5 million inhabitants, it’s 
as though we’re in a play land - a gleaming high-end metropolis 
where harsh realities such as mugging and dereliction barely 
exist. With zero-tolerance policies on littering and crime - fines 
for littering start at S$300 (around R2 800) to a session of street- 
sweeping around Orchard Road - it’s uber clean and safe - but, 
on the other side of the orderly coin, there’s an unshakeable 
sense of being watched. 'Singaporeans have no privacy,’ one taxi 
driver said in exasperation, 'CCTV is everywhere.’ That’s the 
contradiction - Big Brother is the necessary payoff for living 
without crime. 

Skyscrapers aside, the older, smaller areas drew me right in. 

It’s a heady culture clash, from the vibrant bustle and colour 
of Little India (don’t miss the gaudily beautiful temple) to the 
1930s housing estate of Tiong Bahru. The latter has become quite 


sought-after - a hip mix of conservation shophouses, government 
flats and condos. It’s a bit like Umhlanga Rocks in the 1970s 
- low-rise, tropical and safe. Turns out it features some great 
indie shops, including the sublime Books Actually, which has an 
impressively eclectic range and resident cat. 

On the last day I head to the city’s botanical gardens, my 
favourite haunt of all. It’s almost impossible to convey - a green, 
humid wonder filled with the most beautiful towering trees. 

I would go back just to stare at the orchids. The other attraction 
I’d love to see is the National Gallery, which opens in October. A 
combination of two iconic buildings - the former supreme court 
and the city hall, it promises to be a remarkable backdrop for the 
finest Southeast Asian and Singaporean art. Here’s to the tropics 
and to the next 50 years. Q

The local retailer who is bringing 
international trends to South Africa. 

What is the biggest news in the lighting 
world to come out of Milan this year? 

The integration of the LED light source into 
the design itself. You pay more for your light 
but save long term. Where do you source 
your lights? My suppliers are all European: 
Tom Dixon and Lee Broom are British, Moooi 
is Dutch, Foscarini is Italian and Gubi, Muuto 
and HAY are Danish. What materials are 
popular at the moment? Metallics are still 
very popular. Tom Dixon started using them 
years ago. The other manufacturers have 
brought copper, brass and stainless steel into 
their ranges, too. What are your thoughts on 
the South African lighting industry? There’s 
plenty of creativity in SA but we struggle to 
manufacture to the same quality as abroad. 
This is because we lack the economy of scale 
that affords the luxury of high-end tooling and 
industry.
